Dear President Book and Provost House, 

We are writing as tenured and tenure-track faculty to voice our support for our part-time adjunet 
and fulltime non-tenure track colleagues at Elon who are forming a union with SEIU Eaculty 
Eorward. 

At Elon, in the 2017-18 academie year, 28% of permanent, fulltime teaching faculty members 
were neither tenured nor on tenure-track contracts.' Eurthermore, in the fall of 2017, 33% of all 
courses offered by the university were taught by part-time, adjunct faculty members.^ Thus, a 
critical portion of our teaching faculty colleagues lack the basie support and protections enjoyed 
by those of us who are tenured or are on tenure-traek eontracts. 

It is time to offer our fulltime non-tenure track and adjunct colleagues more equitable working 
conditions. The university depends upon part-time and non-tenure traek labor and has the 
resources neeessary to improve standards and conditions for this labor. Part-time adjunet and 
fulltime non-tenure traek faculty are a vital part of Eton’s aeademic community, and regardless 
of their eontract type (eontinuing, senior lecturer, leeturer, limited-term, visiting, and part-time), 
these faculty play key roles in many university programs. Our eolleagues need and deserve 
greater job stability, more equitable pay, and other benefits commensurate with those granted to 
tenured and tenure-track faculty members. 

While there is a governance strueture at Elon University that represents the interests of all 
faculty, part-time adjunct and fulltime non tenure-track faculty need their own organization to 
represent their unique interests, enabling them to speak freely in their own meetings, and then 
bring eoneerns to administration. This is why they are now mobilizing to form a union. 

We tenured and tenure-track faculty at Elon strongly support our part-time adjunct and fulltime 
non-tenure track colleagues’ efforts to unionize. We appreciate their contribution to teaching our 
students, developing their researeh agendas, and joining in the life of our programs, departments, 
and the university, and we realize that, without their hard work, Elon would not be able to fulfill 
its educational mission. We call on the administration to respect our colleagues’ right to form a 
union with SEIU Eaeulty Eorward.
